By Fellowing These Cultural Directions Any One Can Grow Exhibition Chrysanthemums: After receiving the 
plants. care should be taken not to allow them to get dry at the roots. Plant at once and water thoroughly. The preparation of the soil is 
very important; it should be made very rich. A good loam with about one-third well-rotted stable or cow manure---spaded over twice--- 
would be suitable. After the plants get well started they should be pinched back. Then select the strongest shoots for your flowers. For 
good-sized flowers leave from five to six stems on each plant; for specimen flowers, not-more than one or two. The disbudding should be 
attended to faithfully. As soon as the side shoots appear rub them off. Some varieties produce a better flower by taking the first crown, 
others the second crown, and some the terminal crown---see list. After you have taken your bud you may commence to feed with liquid 
manure, gradually increasing its strength. Be careful not to use too often---say about once in every ten days. The feeding may be applied 
in the way of a mulch or top dressing. The suckers should be removed as often as they appear. ;
